WILD  DUCKS  MUST  EAT 

Did  the  wild  ducks  and  geese  darken  the  sky  over  your  local 
waters  or  at  the  preserve  last  fall?  If  not,  there  is  some  reason, 
undoubtedly  the  very  reason  is  that  there  is  not  enough  natu¬ 
ral  food  growing  there  to  attract  them. 

Wild  ducks  cannot  live  upon  waters  without  food  and  there¬ 
fore  migrate  on  to  the  places  where  they  find  plenty  of  the 
kinds  of  food  they  like.

Different  kinds  of  waterfowl  are  fond 
of  different  kinds  of  food.  Different  plants  produce  food  in 
various  forms  at  different  times  throughout  the  seasons.  There¬ 
fore,  a  variety  of  foods  attracts  a  larger  number  of  ducks  and 
holds  them  for  a  longer  interval.  As  a  result  you  will  have 
more  ducks  and  receive  better  hunting  throughout  the  entire 
season. 


AQUATIC  VEGETATION  FOR  FISH 

Many  of  the  plants  which  are  important  food  plants 
for  waterfowl  are  also  important  food  and  cover  plants 
for  fish.  Plant  life  takes  an  important  part  in  the 
purification  of  waters,  taking  up  the  poisonous  gases 
and  sending  forth  oxygen  which  is  essential  to  fish  life 
These  plants  also  support  countless  numbers  of  min 
ute  animal  life  upon  which  the  young  fry  feed.  They 
also  provide  excellent  shelter  and  hiding  places  for 
younger  fish  to  escape  the  larger  ones. 
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
